CONFERENCE OF 69TH DISTRICT 

Sierra Madre Man May Be Candidate 
at the Primaries on the 
Republican Ticket 

Nino Sierru Madre republicans 
chaperoned by Claude Davis attended 
what hud been designated as a non¬ 
partisan conference of representatives 
from cities of the 69th assembly dis¬ 
trict held in South Pasadena Tuesduv 
evening. As a result of the conference 
there seems to lie an excellent chance 
that Sierra Madre will f rnish tin- 
next assemblyman from this district 
in the person of K. i>. R. Monte. The 
nine republican members of the d> le¬ 
gation vv re Messrs. N. W. Tarr. <\V.

Reavis of South Pasad iih acted is 
t mporary chairman and said the . im¬ 
pose of the eonferenee was to select 
it s Hold ■ candidate for assemblym. n. 
It was thought lust to follow the line 
of least reslstenee in securing his c’.-v- 
tion by naming a progressive rep ih- 
iican. inasmuch as the district is n n - 
mally republican and strongly pro¬ 
gressive. But he thought it p isslhlt- 
for men of all shad s of belief in na- 
tnmal po.ftba to agree on a man who 
would be a satisfactory representative 
of the district in the legislature. Editor 
Barry of Monrovia was chosen perma¬ 
nent chairman and \V. !•'. Axtinan of 
So ith I’asadena, secretary.

college as provided by the primary 
law. He showed an cvld nt reluct.Hue 
to withdraw and a powerful hankering 
for tin- nomination. His verbose ex¬ 
planation of his position ami his cir- 
e jinlooutlons when asked to tell from 
what sources his candidacy emanated, 
served to eliminate him its a possibil¬ 
ity in tit minds of most of those pres¬ 
ent. There was an evident fe -img 
that, regardless of his bucking, his 
mental processes as Indicated by his 
remarks on the floor showed hint to 
be "impossible.” 

The talk of the men at the confer¬ 
ence made it evident that there are | 
three main requirements to he de¬ 
manded of any candidate: llrst, he 
must le- it man of sound principle and 
proven ability: second, he must lie j 
responsive to the voters of toe dictrict 
rather than to any man or oininlttec 
outside of the district; third, he m ist 
oppose any change in the law govern¬ 
ing annexation of cities or the consoli¬ 
dation of city and county which would 
take from the weaker eomtunnlty th 
right of independent consent to tell 
action. H«' Will also lie expected to 
he able to further legislation which 
may he desired for the district such 
as lit formation of n sewer district 
lor the construction of an outi'uli 
sewer for the cities of tile San Gabriel 
Valley.

NO AQUEDUCT WATER FOR US 

Sierra Madre is one of the cities 
which has made application to the eit> 
of Los Angeles for Owens River aque¬ 
duct water, according to the Glendora 
G1 aner. This will he astonishing 
news to most people in Sierra Madre, 
owing to the successful campaign 
which this city has carried on with 
a view to acquiring control of the 
local supply which will be ample for 
our needs. Editor Jones would not 
have published the statement except 
on what appeared to him to be sound 
authority. While his authority is not 
stated the rest of the article seems to 
indicate that it came from represent¬ 
atives of th aqueduct bureau who 
have been visiting various districts in 
the San Gabriel Valley in an effort *o 
stimulate a demand for the surplus 
water which Los Angeles will have on 
her hands upon the completion of the 
aq ■< duet. Th se facts cannot be too 
Widely advertised: that the local water 
s ipply is sufficient for all Sierra Ma¬ 
tin's needs: that within a short time 
the entire supply and distributing sys¬ 
tem will be owned anti controlled by 
the City of Sierra Madre: and that the 
sweet, pure Sierra Madre water is as 
far superior to the Owens River water

Mori recently the petrole ims from 
California and Texas have furnished 
in the course of their utilization, larg 
supplies of asphaltic residues. A man 
who has shown his genius in many- 
other lines, Walter P. Jenney, was 
among the first to conceive the idea 
that this asphaltic material could be 
“l>. ssermerized”—that is, blown with 
air in a way that would make it sticky 
and even elastic to a certain extent. 
Elastic material for roofing anil even 
substitutes for rubber in automobile > 
tires, have been obtained front asphal- i 
tic residues by this blowing process I 
.a by treating with sulphur . 

This sulphurizatlon of asphalt has 
even been applied witli good effect to 
cTateriate and similar hard asphalts 
from eastern Utah. The extension of 
this interesting In ssemerlzlng process 
holds out attractive possibilities—for 
example, that the same raw material 
may lie used in both the elastic tire : 
of tlie automobile and the road over | 
which it runs. 

The chi f leaturc of the asphalt in- | 
dustry in 1911, as shown by the ad- ! 
value chapter from "Mineral Re¬ 
sources," published by tlie United 1 
Stall's geological survey, "The Pro- : 
tl u-tIon of Asphalt, Related Bitum and 
Bituminous Rock," by David T. Day, 
Is the great extension of the use of 
residues from the asphaltic varieties 
of petroleum, as hinders In the stir- < 
faces of macailam made in order to 
prevent the rapid deterioration of 
these roads from automobile traffic. 

The asphalt used for this purpose 
showed a gain in quantity from 159,- 
421 tons in 1910. to 234.951 tons in 
1911. it Is noted also that the Im¬ 
portation of soft asphalt from Vene¬ 
zuela, which is admirably suited for 
tills purpose, Is increasing. 

MAILS NOT FOR TOADS

would lie great fun to send a horned 
toad to an eastern friend by mail as 
a sample of tile pets available in 
Southern California. They remember 
tin ir own fright at tlrst sight of the 
ferocious looking little animals, which 
they afterward learned were quite 
harmless. Bui a postofflce employe 
tells unoth r phase of the matter to 
the Pasadena Star as follows: 

“You might tell the people of your 
column that the i lerks of the local 
piistofflee ate getting gray taking live 
horned toads from the mails and let¬ 
ting them loos ■ In Library park," said 
one of the mailing clerks. "It's a fact, 
too. You have no idea how many peo¬ 
ple try to send live horned toads 
back to their friends in the East 
through tin' mails. Last week I found 
two pasteboard boxes containing live 
toads, of course it is contrary to pos¬ 
tal regulations to send live objects 
through the malls, so we are obliged 
to open the paekag s containing the 
toads and remove them We generally 
d mp them in the park, whore they j 
have their liberty again.

CITY TRUSTEES 

WATER FRANCHISE IS DESIRED 

- 0 - 

City is Asked to Advertise Franchise 
For Certain Streets—Relic from 
the Maine Received 

Application for the advertising of 
a franchise for water mains on ■ er- 
tain streets was tiled with tin i -ity 
trustees at their meeting last . ven- 
; ing, the application being .sign' d by 
Anita M Carter. The streets which 
the franchise is desired to cover are 
; Canyon avenue from Alegria to c nt- 
ral, and Highland and Central aven ies 
'between Canyon and Mountain Tt il. 
it is supposed the pipes ar*- to he 
laid for the purposes of disposing of 
the surplus water dev loped in the 
new well at the upper end of Cartel's 
Camp. A resolution was adopted di¬ 
recting City Attorney Montgomery to 
prepare an ordinance offering for saP 
the franchise as requested and to in¬ 
corporate in tiic chanchise provisions 
that will protect the city in ill re¬ 
spects in tlie maintenance of a mu¬ 
nicipal water system and givt the city 
the right to acquire the pipe lines it 
ir shall become necessary on agreed 
terms. It will be necessary to ad¬ 
vertise the franchise for sab- to the 
highest bidder. 

Th proposed condemnation of a 
strip of land for the extension of park 
avenue through from Mariposa to 
Central was disc issed at some length 
and ref rrid to Trustee Steinberger 
who was instructed to confer with th 
sigllels to the petition asking for the 
extension on some phases of the prop¬ 
osition. President Andrews of the 
wati r company pres nted a contract 
between the water board and the Edi¬ 
son company for electric power at the 
new well for ratification hy the city. 
I* was referred to the water commit¬ 
tee and city attorney. 

There was on exhibition in the city 
hali an old navy rifle, its metal parts 
corroded, its stock decayed, and but a 
trace of the leather swing attached. 
Attached to il wer- sea moss and shell 
fish, indications of a long stay in salt 
water. It was a relic of the Maine, 
secured for the city from the Navi 
department through the kindness of 
Miss T. H. Graham, it was received 
yesterday from Washington, and will 
tit- preserved as a historical relic of 
great interest. 

Pasad- na t?tar C. J Fox has award¬ 
ed to tt. W Upton a contract at $14,- 
000 for the erection of a two-story, 
twelve-room residence, 52x72 feet, on 
Aitadena drive, near New York ave¬ 
nue. It will be of reinforced concrete

SANE FOURTH PAYS 

Evidence that the sane Fourth idea 
grows ill popularity is shown hy the 
ini r using number of cities where it 
is in force. Evidence that it pays is 
shown by the rapidly decreasing num¬ 
ber of casualties caused by firecrack¬ 
ers and other oxplosi.es. The Chicago 
Tribune is the American statistical 
guide regarding accidents, crime and 
sociological matters and reports fig¬ 
ures as gratifying as they seem re¬ 
markable. Up to the time the tabu¬ 
lation was made only seventeen deaths 
were reported for the entire country, 
w liieh of course was seventeen too 
many. But in comparison with the 
;215 deaths which resulted from the 
, celebration of the Fourth in 19u9 the 
! improvement is worth mentioning. 
Some of the great cities, including Chi¬ 
cago, reported not a single death.

How to Cura Toothache.

Melt white wax or spermaceti two 
parts and when melted add carbolic 
acid crystals one part and chloral h.v- 
drnte crystals two parts. Stir well un¬ 
til dissolved. While still liquid Im¬ 
merse thin layers of carbollzed nb- 
sorlient cotton and allow them to dry. 
When required for use a small piece 
may lie snipped off and slightly warm¬ 
ed. when It can be inserted In the hol¬ 
low tooth, where it will solidify. The 
ease produced by this simple remedy 
is really very great and is almost In¬ 
stantaneous. 


How to String Beads. 

L>ental Boss is the best thing mi 
which to string pearl, coral or glass 
beads. The floss may be bought at any 
large drug store for 10 or 12 cents a 
spool. To fasten the end neatly to the 
clasp run the floss through the two end 
beads, then through the riug on the 
clasp and back through the two end 
beads, knotting between the secoud 
nnd third beads By knotting the floss 
frequently between the beads only a 
few will drop o!T If the chain should 
ever break, thus savlug the beads and 
perhaps avoiding an embarrassing and 
trying situation.

HOW TO HENOVATE PARASOLS 

Dainty Toucliss That Simple Needle¬ 
work //ill Effect. 

If your last summer parasols are too 
dilapidated to use get them out and 
study their possibilities. Some whose 
covering is only soiled, uot faded, may 
be cleaned and freshened by embroid¬ 
ery or a covering of net or chiffon; 
others may need new tops. 

The latter can be added at home by 
a skilled needlewoman, but if distrust¬ 
ful of one’s ability do the embroidery 
first aud take the frame and covering 
to a professional to be mounted. 

Remember that the distance between 
spokes may vary, so iu removing the 
cover mark a certain spoke with a 
thread and number the sections from 
that. In this way it will be easy to 
get the new cover in its right position. 

Cut each section from the old one. 
allowing a trifle more for seams if the 
edges have been cut. Baste carefully, 
fit to the frame, then sew the seams 
firmly, and the cover is ready for its 
embroidery or further decoration. 

This may lie done before mounting 
or after the cover Is firmly tacked to 
the frame. When n design is detached 
each section can lie worked before the 
panels are basted together. For braid¬ 
ing It is easier to mount the cover 
than work with both hands, as on a 
standard frame. 

A plain white linen parasol may be 
given a decided air by working In the 
panels sprays of flowers In eyelet em¬ 
broidery and outline for the seams or 
entirely in solid embroidery. An ef¬ 
fective parasol of white pongee has 
bunches of wild carrot worked in the 
panels. Two sizes of sprays are used, 
a bold one In every alternate panel, 
with a single flower on the others. 
The flower panicles are worked in 
French knot In heavy Roman floss, the 
foliage done in slanting satin stitch. 

A parasol of pale gray linen was giv¬ 
en a flue inch Ixirder of deep rose sew¬ 
ed on the outside of the parasol. The 
Joining was concealed by a line of 
wild roses worked in several tones of 
pink, with pale yellow centers and 
green stems. 

Any linen or silk parasol could be 
changed by adding n similar border 
in a deeper tone of its own shade or 
in a contrasting color. Harmonize the 
two sections by a conventional de¬ 
sign worked in self tones. A violet 
linen cover could have a deep purple 
border and vines of clematis worked 
in purple shades.
